LAWRENCE ANNEXATION PLANS 


Proposal to Take Territory From Andover, North Andover 
and Methuen to Allow for City’s Extension. Plan to 
be Opposed by Three Towns. 


Plans for the proposed annexation to Lawrence of part of Methuen, Andover 
and North Andover, prepared by Horace Hale Smith, engineer, under the direction 
of Arthur C. Comey, city planner of Lawrence, have been filed with City Clerk 
Wade and will be presented to the planning board at the next meeting. 

The proposed plan takes in parts of the three towns, the greater part coming 
from Methuen, and by its addition Lawrence would be increased in area to almost 
twice its present size. The plan proposes to take 4} square miles from Methuen, 
34 square miles from Andover, and a very small portion from North Andover, 
which, with the 7} square miles area at present, would give the city a total area 
of 13 5-8 square miles. 

The triangulation plan filed with City Clerk Wade last Saturday shows 
the proposed northern boundary to start at a point near the Lowell road, just 
across from Ivy Island and at the terminal of the new boulevard, and running -in 
a straight line almost five miles to the Merrimac River below Pleasant Valley. 
This line would pass through Richardson’s farm, the peat meadow, cross Broad- 
way just south of the Nevins Home, through part of the Searles estate, cutting

It is 
brought in large numbers to the east 
coast ports in the summer, when schools 
of them prey upon mackerel and the 
smaller fish. Sometimes a few 

landed in mid-winter when the demand | 
for them is so great that they com- 
mand high -prices. Shark-meat is 
cheaper than swordfish and for that 
reason is used by the foreign population. 

Horse mackerel is another cheap fish 
caught in great numbers in the Atlantic 
and Pacific in various ways. It is a 
stupid fish and not difficult to catch. 

A few years ago, both these fish were 
considered worthless and thrown back 
into the sea, but today they find a ready 
market when shipped from Boston in- 
land to cities and towns having large 
foreign settlements. The giant horse 
mackerel, which is but another name 
for tuna fish of the Pacific, and which 
is so much relished as a fish food, will 
doubtless before long become as popular 
a food as the swordfish has become and 
which is but little eaten in the interior, 
but brings high prices on the coast. 

Many of the large cheaper fish can be 
entirely utilized, practically all of the 
flesh being edible and the heads and tails 
used for fertilizers. When dressed, the 
horse mackerel and shark can hardly 
be detected from good rump steak, 
except for the absence of fat, but there 
is a great difference in price. 

The dogfish frequently finds a place 
on the tables of those well able to buy 
the most expensive foods. It has white 
flesh, which is not as coarse as that of 
the swordfish and it has a more agree- 
able flavor. It can be cooked in any 
way which one may prefer. If large 
fish, it can be fried like swordfish, hali- 
but or codfish. If small, it is best cut 
into filets and cooked as sole or flounder, 
and may be broiled or fried. 

The French cook all kinds of salt 
water fish in salt water. They prepare 
mackerel in the following way: Take 
two large handfuls of table salt to every 


fifteen or twenty minutes as a rule. 


with salt, pepper, bunch of chopped 
parsley and a few drops of lemon. 
“Filet de maquereau sauta a la bour- 
geoise” in English means filets of 
mackerel. Clean and wash mackerel, 
split up the back and take out the back- 
bone; place skin-side down in casserole. 
Over this pour one-half a cup of melted 
butter and four tablespoonfuls olive oil. 
Place dish on good fire and turn filets 
several times so that both sides will cook 
evenly. When well cooked, take out 
of dish and let drain. Pour into empty 
casserole one-half a glass of vinegar and 
a cup of consomme, salt, pepper and 
chopped parsley. Place dish on the 
stove again until the sauce is cooked. 
Place filets on platter and when ready to 
serve turn this sauce, together with a 
small piece of butter, over the fish. 
Codfish a la bourguignonne is simply 
prepared in this way,—cook the cod in 
salt water, boiling thoroughly. Cut up 
one dozen small onions and place them

I shall call the clergy together 
in the Cathedral for a morning of devotion 
on Monday, April 10th. I shall also ask 
those men and women who have engaged to 
help in this work from all the parishes and 
missions in the Diocese to meet me at the 
Cathedral for a service of preparation on 
Sunday afternoon, March 12th. Thus as a 
Diocese and people we may lift heart and 
life to God.

SPOKE AT FORD HALL 


Principal Stearns Addresses Boston 
Baptist Union on Educa- 
, tion in China 


Dr. Alfred E. Stearns of Phillips 
Academy was the principal speaker at 
the monthly meeting of the Boston 
Baptist Social Union at Ford Hall, 
Boston, on Monday evening. Dr. 
Stearns spoke interestingly on the 
Chinese problem, his repo t b ing on 
what he had observed on his visit to 
the far eastern country two vears ago. 
He showed many stereoplicon views 0 
Pekin, the Temple of Heaven, and the 
cells. in which 20,000 Chinese students 
were accustomed to prepare themselves 
for examination. 

Some of the most interesting facts 
brought out by Dr. Stearns were con- 
tained in the following remarks: 

“China has elements of tremendous 
strength that need only slight modifi- 
cation to bring them up to the highest 
degre of efficiency; and we may hope 
to see from her leaders a more definite 
and ea nest attempt to hold to the best 
there is in Chinese life rather than an 
effort in a day to. turn over a 
unique empire which has existed through 
all these thousands of years.. 

“The great feature of the old edu- 
cational system,” said Dr. Stearns, 
“was a merit system, insisting upon 
tried scholarship and intellectual at- 
tainment, shown by a competitive ex- 
amination, before there could be any 
appointment to a government office. 
That system was discontinued at the 
time of the Boxer outbreak, but in a 
modified form i may be esumed again, 
with what outcome no one knows. 

“In religious matters the Chinese are 
critical of our Christian teaching be- 
cause much of it does not get into our 
life and politics. They point to the 
ravages of the opium traflic and to the 
methods of many western business men 
in China. But the changes impending | 
in the country are likely to adapt it to 

more modern conditions of civilization 

and bring the people up to a spiritual 

level more in ha: mony with the Chris- 

tian civilization and Christian stand- 

ards.”

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Making Pullets Lay in Winter haacntly they are the solution of non- 
production among the fowls, for they 


are exceedingly uncomfortable and cause 
much disturbance to birds that should 
be a valuable asset. There are. quan- 
tities of good lice-powders and ex- 
terminators on the market, and ‘an 
ounce of prevention is worth a pound of 
cure.” The dust-bath, too, is most 
essential as hens like to dust their feath- 
ers and lie in the sun. Hens must lay 
if they are healthy and active. 

Be sure that pullets have reached the 
proper stage of maturity and you will 
find that they are better winter layers, 
when taken care of, than older hens, and 
for this reason, many poultrymen sell 
or kill all hens over a year old. 

The hen business is like any other 
business and requires thought and study, 
and in order to make a success of it, 
whether it be a dozen hens or thousands 
of them, one must exercise vigilant care. 


It’s a fallacy long held by some people 
that pullets will not lay in the winter 
months. Pullets six or seven months old 
should begin to pay for what it costs to 
feed them, and with proper. care they 
should commence to lay in the fall and 
continue through the winter, The kind 
and amount of care and attention given 
them will largely determine the results. 

In the first place, the roosters should 
be separated from the rest of the birds 
by being marketed or put in pens by 
themselves until the breeding season. 
This gives the pullets a better chance 


to develop. 

If confined and not given free range 
to pick up their food, plenty of green- 
stuff such as cabbage, clover, lettuce, 
alfalfa or sprouted oats should be sup- 
plied. A variation in food helps to 
produce more eggs and to aid in the de- 
velopment of the birds. In the summer, 
it is usually easy, to get all the green- 
stuff they require, but in winter, this is 
‘not 80 easy to obtain, and it may be well 
to have one of the meals consist of a 
mash and the others of mixed grains 
scattered in the litter so that the birds 
will be obliged to scratch for it.

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‘AUSTRIAN SITUATION ACUTE 


Washington, Jan. 6.—Official de- 
tails upon which President Wilson and 
Secretary Lansing will decide the 
course of the United States in the 
crisis brought about by the sinking ot 
the steamship Persia still are lacking 
and, in the absence of. specific in- 
formation, official Washington con- 
tinues to view the admittedly grave 
Situation with an open mind. 

During a conference which lasted 
an hour the president and secretary 
of state carefully considered such in- 
formation as had been received. 
While no announcement regarding. the 
conference was made, it is Known 
that the president will take no ac- 
tion until the full facts are before 
him, 

During the day the state department 
sent additional instructions to its rep- 
resentatives abroad urging haste in 
the gathering of information. 

The senate committee on foreign 
relations will begin consideration of 
the situation Friday, Chairman Stone 
having called the meeting. Members 
of the committee generally agreed 
that the whole subject of the relations 
of the United States with the Teu- 
tonic powers would be freely dis- 
cussed. The majority of the com- 
mittee is understood to favor the de- 
termination of the administration tc 
proceed with the utmost caution. 

Secretary Lansing sent to the com- 
mittee an accumulation of information 
bearing upon the attitude of of Great 
Britain towgrd neutral shipping, 
called for in a resolution by Senator 
Hoke Smith, and information regard- 
Ing the negotiations with Germany 
over submarine warfare, requested in 
an amendment offered by Senator 
Lodge.
